Iu Memoriam 


Miss Pauline Reich, Librarian of Cleve- 


land Heights, died New Year’s Day at 
Huron Road Hospital after several weeks’ 
illness. A past president of the Ohio 
Library Association, Miss Reich was a 
member of the O. L. A. Executive Board 
and was elected last year to represent 
libraries on the board of the Public Em- 
ployes Retirement System. 


Born in Brooklyn, N. Y., she attended 
the School of Library Science at Western 
Reserve University, and entered’ the 
Cleveland Public Library system. Her last 
post in the Cleveland Library was as 
librarian of the Carnegie West Branch. 
After spending two years in the public 
libraries of New York she returned to 
Ohio and was appointed librarian of Cleve- 
land Heights in 1928. 


Miss Reich was president of the O. L. A. 
in 1938, has been a member of the Execu- 
tive Board since October 1939, and was 
ex-officio chairman of the present Nom- 
inating Committee. 


Mr. Province M. Pogue, Chairman of 
the Citizens Library Committee of Ohio 
since its organization in 1933, died at his 
home in Cincinnati, December 26, 1940, 
after an illness of more than a year re- 
sulting from a paralytic stroke. 

Born October 14, 1865 in Maysville, 
Kentucky, Mr. Pogue came to Cincinnati 
as a young man and was graduated from 
the Cincinnati Law School. He attended 
Washington and Jefferson College, the 
University of Virginia and Columbia 
University. In 1933, Columbia conferred 
upon him one of the first medals struck 
“For Conspicuous Alumnal Service’. 

Mr. Pogue was keenly interested in the 
work of the Citizens Library Committee 
of Ohio, and gave generously of his time 
in furthering legislation favorable to li- 
braries. He worked hard to secure rep- 
resentation on the Citizens Library Com- 
mittee from every county of Ohio, and 
built up its membership until it now in- 
cludes one hundred and forty persons of 
prominence from all parts of the state.

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ADULT EDUCATION 
CONFERENCE 


“Education, the Community, and Nation- 
al Defense’”’ will be the subject of the Ohio 
Valley and Great Lakes Conference of 
the Ohio and American Associations fot 
Adult Education which will meet at the 
Neil House in Columbus, February 13-15. 
The three day program opens Thursday 
evening, February 13, with a banquet fol- 
lowed by addresses by John W. Bricker, 
Governor of Ohio, and Henry I. Harri- 
man, Vice President of the American 
Youth Commission. Dr. Howard Bevis, 
President, Ohio State University, will pre- 
side at the banquet and Dr. Morse Cart- 
wright, Director of the American Associa- 
tion for Adult Education will bring greet- 
ings from the Association. 

Friday morning’s program will feature 
reports on successful programs. One of 
these will be “The Library and Adult 
Education” by the Cleveland Public Li- 
brary. A luncheon talk by Dr. Howard Y. 
McCluskey, Associate Director, American 
Youth Commission will precede the after- 
noon sectional meetings. Friday evening 
the conference will hear Dr. Caroline Ware, 
Assistant Director, Consumer Division, 
National Defense Advisory Commission, 
and Louis Bromfield, Ohio author. 

Following sectional meetings Saturday 
morning, the conference will close with 
afternoon addresses by Dr. Morse A. 
Cartwright, and Mr. Harrison Sayre, 
President, American Education Press, 
Columbus, Ohio. 
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
